vived and for awhile they new thick 
and fast. Mr. Wright, it is believed, 
will directly represent President 
Kooievell According to Washington 
dispatches Mr. Wright and Senitor 
Hanna hare held a conference with 
the president during the last two 
days on tbe ttitke rituitlon In the 
anthracite Held. Whethtr Mr. Wright 
carrin a plan for peace is not known 
st thll time. Mr. Mitchell said be- 
fore leaving thst he did not knrw 
what Mr. Wright wanted to s*s him 
for. It Is n=t believed th»« the pml- 
dent or the commislioner of labor 
will Interfere. because they hire no 
authority to do anything more than 
invertlgate the nun* of itrikts. It 
miy be that the preiident wants to 
ctnln a thorough knowledge of the 
dispute and that he w»nts It officially 
and for that resdjm he ha» went his 
personal representative to New York 
to m«t the labor president. 


WHAT WEIGHT SAYS. 


Mew York, June 8.—Carroll D. 


Wright. United State* commlMioner 
of labor. laid today that for him to 
t*U wham he expected to se* or wfcat 
he Intended to do might seriously In- 
terfere with his investigation of the 
anthracite coal miners' strike. 
He 


said that under sections 7 an! 8 of 
the law under which the labor burciu 
is operated, charged tbe commis- 
sioner to investigate and report on 
all labor diiputes. "Of course," slid 
Mr. Wright. "I cinnot interfere or 
act as arbitrator. Although posset- 
ing no power under existing condi- 
tions, as a patriotic citizen President 
Boosevelt i» interested in willing 
this trouble. 
He cannot interfere, 


but can aiTiM and suggest, and the 
official 
investigation may rereal 


chinks In the situation which hare 
not as yet been touched upon in ths 
geasral report and upon which he 
may be able to act. He wants all th- 
information obtainable anl all the 
r>c<gr.ies o! my department are being 
directed to that cad. Perhaps we 
may be able to dinorer something 
below the surface. I shall hold a 
conference thil aftwnoon and dont 
anticipate I shall have any trouble 
in getting the information asked 
fcr."

The hille described are not station- 


ary, but travel 
constantly, though 


slowly, journeying over the plain as 


"") the wind directs. 
The sand of which 


they are composed is not of the ordi- 
nary kind, but of nature marvelous. 
Most of the grains are transparent, 
others are translucent, while many 
are of rainbow hues, being, In fact, 
small gems of led carnelian, green 
chrysolite and vari-colored garnet. 
Seen beneath a microscope, most of 
them are perfect spheres, rounded 
and polished by attrition with each 
other. 
Composed of these strange 


materials, 
the sandhills look like 


great snowdrifts, 
with 
here and 


there a gleam of color. Continually 
they give forth a rustling sound, as 
the tiny spheres are shifted by the 
winds, rolling slowly onward. 


The northern portion of the desert 


is paved with the most wonderful 
pebbles ill the world, In mlny parts 
so exquisitely laid as to defy success- 
ful imitation 
by the 
mcst skilled 


worker In moaaic flooring. These 
pebbles are of porphyry, agate, car- 
nelian. quarta-Trystsl. garnet and 
other such beautiful materials. They 
are packed tegetner so that tne sur- 
face composed of them is like a floor, 
and they look as if pressed into it 
with a roller.—Philadelphia Post.
